LIBERALITY 


Of sentiment, a generous disposition a 
man feels towards another who is of a dif- 
ferent opinion trom himself ; or, as one 
defines it, “* that generous expansion of 
mind which enables it to look beyond all 
petty distinctions of party and system, and, 
in the estimate of men and things, to rise 
superior to narrow prejudices.” As lib- 
erality of sentiment is often a cover tor 
error and scepticism on the one hand, 
and as it is too little attended to by the 
ignorant and bigotted on the other, we 
shall here lay before our readers a view 
of it by a masterly writer. ‘* A man of 
liberal sentiments mast be distinguished 


his benefactor, God. Is it conceivable 
that he, whose young and tender heart ts 
yet unpractised in trials of this kind, can 
have ascertained and tasted so many reli- 
gious truths as the sufferer has ? 

‘* We ghould believe the Christian re- 
ligion with liberality, in the second place, 
because every part of the Christian reli- 
gion inculcates generosity. Christianity 
gives us a character of God ; but my 
God! what a character does it give ! 
Gop 1s cove. Christianity teaches the 
doctrine of Providence ; but what a prov- 
idence! Upon whom doth not its light 
arise! Isthere an animalcule so little, or 
a wretch so forlorn as to be forsaken and 
forgotten ofhisGod? Christianity teach 
es the doctrine of redemption : but the 
redemption of whom ?—of all tongues, 
kindred, nations, and people : of the in- 
fant of a span, and the sinner of a hundred 
years old : aredemption generous in its 
principle, generous in its price, generous 
in its effects ; fixed sentiments of Divine 
munificence and revealed with a liberality 
for which we have no name. Ina word, 
the illiberal Christian always acts contrary 
to the spirit of his religion ; the liberal 
man alone thoroughly understands it. 

** Thirdly, We should be liberal, be- 
cause no other spirit is exemplified in the 
infallible guides whom we profess to fol- 
low. Iset one Paul against a whole army 


frou him who hath no religious sentiments 
at all. He is one who hath seriously and | 
effectually investigated, both in his Bible | 
and on his knees, in public assemblies 
and in private conversations, the impor- 
tant articles of religion. He hath laid 
down principles, he hath inferred conse- 
quences ; in a word, he hath adopted 
sentiments of his own. 

‘* He must be distinguished also from 
that tame undiscerning domestic among 
good people, who, though he has senti- 
ments of his own, yet has not judgment to 
estimate the worth and value of one sen- 
timent beyond another. 

‘Now a generous believer of the 
Christian religion is one who will never 
allow himselfto try to propagate his senti- 
ments by the commission of sin. No col- 
lusion. no bitterness, no wrath, no undue 
influence of any kind, will he apply to 
make his sentiments receivable ; and no 
living thing will be less happy for his be- 
inga Christian. He will exercise his lib- 
erality by allowing those who differ from 
him as much virtue and integrity as he 
possibly can. 

“ There are, among a multitude of ar- 
guments to enforce such a disposition, the 
tollowing, worth our attention. 

« First, We should exercise liberality 
in union with sentiment, because of the 
different capacities, advantages, and tasks 
of mankind. Religion employs the capa- 
cities of mankind, justas the air employs 
their lungs and their organs of speech.— 
The fancy of one is lively, of another dull. 
The judgment of one is elastic ; of anoth- 
er feeble, a damaged spring. The mem- 
ery ofone is retentive ; that of another is 
treacherous as the wind. The passions 
of this man are lofty, vigorous, rapid ; 
those of that man crawl, and hum, and 
buz, and, when on wing, sail only round 
the circumference ofa tulip: Is it con- 
ceivable that capability so different in 
every thing else, should be all alike in re- 
ligion ? The advantages of mankind dif- 
fer. How should he who hath no parents, 
no books, no tutor, no companions, equal 
him whom Providence hath gratified with 
them all ; who, when he looks over the 
treasures of his own knowledge, can say, 
this | had of a Greek, that | learned of a 
Roman ; this information [ acquired of 
my tutor, that was a present of my father : 
atriend gave me this branch of knowledge, 
an acquaintance bequeathed me that ?— 
The tasks of mankind differ ; so 1 call the 
employments and exercises of life. In 
My Opinion, circumstances make great 
men ; and if we have not Caesars in the 
state, and Pauls in the church, it is be- 
cause neither church nor state are in the 
sircumstances in which they were in the 
lays of those great men. Push a dull 
Man into a river, and endanger his life, 
and suddenly he will discover invention, 
md make efforts beyond himself. The 
World is a fine school of instruction. Pov- 
erty, sickness, pain, loss of children, 
treachery of friends, malice of enemies, 
and a thousand other things, drive the 
man of sentiment to his Bible, and, so to 
‘peak, bring him home to a repast with

of uninspired men: ‘ Some preach Christ 
of good-will, and some of envy and strife. 
What then ? Christ is preached ; and I 
therein do rejoice, yea, and will rejoice. 
One eateth all things, another eateth 
herbs ; but why dost tHov judge thy 
brother ? We shall all stand before the 
judgment-seat of Christ.’ We often in- 
quire, - What was the doctrine of Christ, 
and what was the practice of Christ ; sup- 
pose we were to institute athird question, 
Of what remrer was Christ ? 

‘* Once more: We should be liberal as 
well as orthodox, because truth, especial 
ly the truths of Christianity, do not want 
any support from our illiberality. Let 
the little bee guard its little honey with 
its little sting ; perhaps its little life may 
depend a little while on that little nourish- 
ment. Letthe fierce bull shake his head, 
and nod his horn, and threaten his enemy, 
who seeks to eat his flesh, and wear his 
coat, and live by his death : poor fellow! 
his life is in danger ; I forgive his bellow- 
ing and his rage. But the Christian reli- 
gion,—is that in danger ? and what human 
efforts can render that true which is false, 
that odious which is lovely 2? Christiani- 
ty is in no danger, and therefore it gives 
its professors life and breath, and all 
things, except a power of injuring others. 

**In fine, liberality in the profession of 
religion 1s a wise and innocent policy.— 
The bigot lives at home ; a reptile he 
crawled into existence, and there in his 
hole he lurks a reptile still. A generous 
Christian goes out of his own party, asso- 
ciates with others, and gains improvement 
by all. Itis a Persian proverb, .2 liberal 
hand ts better than a strong arm. The 
dignity of Christianity is better supported 
by acts of liberality than by accuracy of 
reasoning ; but when both go together, 
when a man of sentiment can clearly state 
and ably defend his religious principles, 
and when his heart is as generous as his 
principles are inflexible, he possesses 
strength and beauty in an eminent degree.

ON THE HOLY SPIRIT. 

Among the greatest truths of Christian- 
ity, | place those ofthe divinity of the 
Holy Spirit, and the necessity of his in- 
fluences upon the human mind, in order 
to men’s becoming spiritual and Christ 
like. Theapostle Paul declares, ! Cor. 
ii. 10, that the Spirit, searcheth all 
things ; yea, the deep things of God. 
Other proofs from scripture need not be 
added. The Spirit which searcheth all 
things, yea, the deep things of God, must 
be allowed, I think, to be divine. 

In love and tenderness to those who 
have fallen inte error on this important 
point, | entreat them to reconsider the 
above passage ofscripture, and the many 
others which speak the same language, 
and plainly assert the same doctrine. 
Much earnestly do I wish, that they may 
no longer grieve that Holy Spirit, by 
whom alone they can be sealed to the 
day of redemption. 

The influences of the Spirit of God are 
declared, in a variety of passages, to be 
necessary to our illumination, sinctifica- 
tion, and consolation. Unlessa man be 
born of this Spirit he cannnot see the 
kingdom of God ; John iii. 3. He can- 
not enter iuto the world of glory and hap- 
piness, because he is not prepared for it. 
For this reason, it appears to be one of 
the great duties of a minister of Christ, to 


take every opportunity to impress on the 


minds of his hearers, the need they have |

of the blessed Spirit, to make them wise | studying to adjust his temper to theirs, 


unto salvation, and to prepare them for 
the presence of their glorious Lord. 

‘We must preach the necessity of the 
Holy Spirit’s influences on the heart of 
man, in order to help him to believe unto 
salvation, to apply the word to hin, to 
enlighten him to understand it, and to 
give hima will to obey it. I fear a de- 
parture from the scriptures in this, as 
well as in many other important points, 
has done much mischief, and is one cause 
of the iniquity which so much abounds 
among us. If ministers would be hon- 
oured in their labours, they should hon 
our that heavenly and divine Spirit, from 
whom grace and goodness proceed. 

I wish all those who cast an eye upon 
these lines, may be enabled to lift their 
hearts to God, in earnest, fervent pray- 
er, for the unspeakable gift of his Holy 
Spirit. It is your salvation for which I 
long. My desire is, that you may be 
happy when the world and time are no 
more. Christ himself hath assured us, 
for our encouragement, that the Father 
will give his Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him. O! ask,therefore, that ye may re- 
ceive ; seek, that ye may find; and 
knock at the door of mercy, that it may 
be opened unto you. es

7, You are of a forbearing and for- 
giving temper ; 8, you pity and pray tor 
sinners, who, through blindness and ig- 
norance, Oppose at present their own 
eterna! interest; 9, you are of a thankful 
spirit ; you thank God for making you to 
differ, by his grace, from many others ; 
and you praise him for evey favour, both 
of atemporal and spiritual nature ; 10, 
you are zealous for the honour of God in 
the world ; 11, you destre to rejoice in 
Christ Jesus, and tn all the datios of Chris- 
tianity : 12, you esteem the applause, 
the pleasure, and the wealth of the whole 
world as nothing, in comparison of the 
love and blessing of God, through Christ 
Jesus. These are some of the signs of 
having the Holy Spirit. (Read with care 
Gal. v. especially towards the close.) See, 
my dear readers, that the graces here 
mentioned by the apostle in v. 22, &c. be 
in you and abound ; and you will prosper 
in the divine life, and walk in the comfort 
of the Holy Ghost. T. 

TRUE POLITENESS. 

We are all apt to overlook and disregard 
our daily behaviour to one another in 
company and the common occurrences of 
life, as little and trivial ;-- whereas, though 
they are little in themselves, they are not 
so in their consequences ; they are the 
very foundation, upon which we must 
build a habit of benevolence. For a 
habit of benevolence must be contracted 
and kept alive, as all other habits are, by 
constant exercise. Now eur daily be- 
haviour to our domestic gives us an occa- 
sion for an uninterrupted exercise of be 
nevolence ; and scarce any thing else does 
so. Itis not enough to say or think we 
will serve our friends and relations apon 
any material occasion ; but as tor a con- 
stant complacency and obligingness in our 
common behaviour, to imagine, we may 
be dispensed with-from observing it. For 
these acts of solid, and substantial kindness 
we are seldom empowered to do; they 
are extraordinary emergencies, which do 
not constantly occur; and a settled bent 
of good will must be acquired, not by 
whatis occasional, not by what seldom oc- 
curs; but by repeated and numerous acts, 
by a daily uninterrupted discharge of the 
common offices of humanity ; by saying a 
thousand ebliging things, and by doing, if 
possible, more obliging things than we 
say. Itis notin every body’s power, be- 
cause he has not a fortune answerable to 
it, to form a standing habit of charity, by 
redressing the injured, relieving the dis- 
tressed, and cherishing men of merit ; but 
itis in every body’s power to beget in

|with whom he lives ; by complying with 


their humors as far as he innocently can; 
by soothing their disivesses, and bearing 
with their infirmities, and by incommoding 
himself in some points to gratify others.—

CHRISTIAN UNION DISTINGUISHED FROM 
CHURCH UNITY. 

* Two professors of religion may apper- 
tain to different sections of the visible 
church, and yet by loving one another, by 
forbearing with the imperfections of each 
other, by mingling occasionally in the ex- 
ercises of divine worship, private and 
public, must be considered, in the most 
emphatic sense, as * keeping the unity of 
the spirit in the bond of peace.’ And two 
professors may be connected with the 
same visible communion, and yet be alien- 
ated in heart, be sundered in their inter- 
ests and aims, be defaming each other, 
and thus be chargeable with rending the 
mystical body of Christ. 

‘ The bond of union to the former pro- 
fessors, is the Holy Spirit, the Spirit of 
Jesus the Head, who dwells in his living 
members of all countries and ages, enlight- 
ening and sanctifying and supporting them, 
and this bond is lasting as eternity ; to 
the latter, the only bond of union is the 
ecclesiastical pale which incloses them ; 
and this may be dissolved by the accident 
of an hour. 

‘ Time brought to light in the days of 
the apostles, a mystery hidden for ages ; 
nd the Gentiles became the children of 
Abraham by love and faith, without cir- 
cumcision, as unexpectedly as gloriously. 
So, each denomination has had the myste- 
ry of Christian union concealed from its 
prejudiced eye ; each has expected even- 
tually to embosom in her pale all the rest ; 
but now each begins to apprehend that 
mysterious union, in which men agree to 
differ, [i. e. in minor parts, while they ac- 
cord in essentials. ]—Bristed’s Thoughts on 
the Anglican and American Anglo Church- 
es. p. 292, 293.

SOCIETY ISLANDS. 

Specimens of native eloquence delivered at 

the anniversary of the Missionary Society in 

these Islands---reported by the missionaries, 

as ‘ undictated, pure native speeches.’ For 

the interspersed remarks, we are indebted 

tothe Western Recorder.— Bost. Tel. 

At Huaheine, the king thus alluded to this 
subject— 

‘We have been in darkness, and nearly 
all died there. We are aremnant left by 
Satan. If his reign had been lengthened, 
all the people would have become his : 
they would have been completely des- 
troyed by death. We formerly feasted 
ourselves with the evil food of this world ; 
but let us now feed on the bread of life. 
In former times, we were ready to discuss 
subjects of war ; and to talk on this pro- 
ject, and on that without embarrassment ; 
now, let our hearts desire that the Word 
of God should be established in all lands. 
We have lifted up our hands, all of us, 
even the whole eight divisions of Hua 
heine ; but let it not be the hand only 
that is lifted up; let it be the heart also, 
my friends. Behold our subscriptions : 
they are less during the past year, and, 
like the ebbing tide, are falling off ; let it 
not be so again, my friends ; but in future, 
let them, like the flowing tide, continue 
to increase. Our ancestors are dead. 
They died, some by the club, some by 
the spear, some by a stone from the sling, 
some by quarrels concerning their wives ; 
but we are saved from these things, let us 
then be diligent and active. Let us all, 
like Caleb and Joshua, follow the Lord 
fully. Let not our attention be diverted. 
Let us not hear, (or regard) the Word of 


God with the outside of our hearts, but! 
let us observe it in the middle of our! 


hearts.’ 
A speaker who fullowed, thus concluded his 
Address: 


‘Who are the sinners ? We, my friends 


—the principal chiefs, the inferior chiefs, | 


the men, the women, and the children ; 
we are all sinners, and Jesus Christ came 
to save us. Great was his goodness to us, 
in sending us his word. To his word we 
owe the advantages which we now enjoy. 
But are we the only sinners? No: all 
the children of Adam are sinners; and 
that they might be saved, Jesus Christ 
came into the world ; but the greater part 
of them still remain ignorant of this good 
news. Shall we not then, be diligent that 
they also may know ? O yes, we will ex- 
ert ourselves. God, in his great mercy. 
hath shown us all these good things that 
we now behold, but we shall see greater 
things than these. 1f God had not thought 
well towards us, he would not have showa 
us all these things.’ 


‘ Our ancestors are dead. They knew 
not the good word, nor the good customs 
of these days. Through the goodness of 
God it is, that we know these goou things 
and it will not de for us to sit still. Solo- 
mon had work to do in his day ; he built 
the house of Jehovah, at Jerusalem. My 
friends, God has also given work into our 
hands, that his house may be erected, that 
the heathen may enter in. Remember 
the words of Isaiah, spoken from at a for- 
mer May meeting ; Eularge the place of 
thy tent, &c.—Let that place be enlarged, 
let those cartains be stretched out, and it 
will be well.’ 

At Raiatea, the same vi i . 
vailed. The king said: ee ee 

‘We are assembled to endeavour to 
promulgate the Word of God. Let us be 
one in the cause of God. His word has 
reached this land; let it also spread te 
every dark land ; and let us continue sub- 
scribing, that Missionaries may go with the 
word of God. Let this land and Taha be 
one buadle, and let us be bound with the 
cord of love. Let us be active, and God 
will give us Satan to tread ander our feet ; 
and, through Christ, we shall safely reach 
heaven. He will guide us there. We 
have but one King now, Jesus ; but one 
property, the word of God; and when a 
king forsakes it, he will become a mean 
man.” 

A chief then rose— 


‘Friends and beloved brethren, listen 
to my little speech, I am very ill, and can- 
not say much, but this is my little speech. 
Those who are wise in heart, who know 
Jesus Christ, seek us, as a brand in the 
fire ; they seek plans, in their love to 
God: they pray also that the servants of 
God may be sentintoevery land If God* 
will peradventure make the seeds stick 
like burrs, then men will soon worship 
him. These designs are the fruit God’s 
servants produce. We are the Gentiles, 
—ours is the land of devils; but God’s 
servants from love seek us, and the word 
of God flows plentifully like water. —Give 
me the activity which you possessed when 
you were Gentiles, but not your Gentile 
worship. Regard not other lands in their 
idleness ; but be active, and continue so ; 
and may all shortly know the Father; Son, 
and Holy Spirit!’ 

The idols of Rurutu were exhibited at one 
of these meetings: in allusion to these, one of 
the Speakers said : 

‘ The gods made with hands shall per- 
ish: there they are—tied with cords! 
Yes, and their names are changed: For- 
merly they were called ‘Te mau Atiua,’ 
(i. e. the gods ;) now they are called * Te 
mau Varua iino,’ (i. e. the evil spirits.) 
Their glory, look! it is bird’s feathers, 
soon rotten ; but our God is the same for- 
ever. All the false gods shall perish : 
all our evil customs arose from these false 
gods.’ 


The duty of sending forth the Gospel to oth- 
er nations, was thus enforced on the authority 
of Scripture, in the meeting at Huaheine.— 
The king said : 


We are again to seek for strength 


from above, that our hands may never 


fail in doing this good work. We did not 
spare formerly, in that season when alt 
was Satan’s, neither let us spare now. 
What is your desire, friends—that this 
word shou!d be known in all lands, and 
that all men may be saved ? Thatis right ; 
then so let us seek ; and also pray, while 
we collect property for sending forth the 
word of God. The property which has 
already been collected, what are your 
thoughts about that ? Shall we put it on 
the ship, which is near, and so let it be 


conveyed to the great society in London ? 
ft you think so, hold up your hands, [and 
all immediately held up their hands.J 
* This Gospel of the kingdom, shall be 
preached in all the world, for a witness 
unto all nations: and then shall the end 
come. it was our Lord, friends, whe so 
spake, while he dwelt in the world ; and 
behold the accomplishment of it! Here is 
the word of the reign, the reign of the 
Messiah ; and Jesus says, it shall be pro- 
claimed in all lands, that all may know. 
So be it, friends! it is the desire of every 
one of us. Amen. |

around them, another speaker said ; 

‘ { never spoke on any former occasion : 
but now my heart is quite full, and | can- 
notrefrain. 1 think the little word in the 
gospel by John, is suitable to this season, 
~ Lift up your eyes and look on the fields,

John iv. 35. Rurutu, Tabuai, Rimatara, 
and all the islands in that direction, are

A lawer, Mr. Arrindell, who acted as 
counsel for Mr. Smith on his trial, has 
also called down much indignation upon 
himself, for writing a letter, to Mrs. 
Smith in her affliction, of which the fol 


lowing is an extract. 

‘* It is almost presumptuous in me to differ 
from the sentence of acourt; but before God 
I do believe Mr. Smith to be innocent. Nay 
I will go further--and defy any minister, of 
any sect whatever, to have shown a more 
faithful attention to his sacred duties, than he 
has been proved, by the evidence on his trial, 
to have.”

LATEST FROM SPAIN. 

Gibraltar papers to the 25th of May have 
been received at Boston by the ship Coral, 
Capt Hooper. The Boston papers state that 
the principal articles relate to Portugal The 
King had sought his safety on board the Bri- 
tish ship of war Windsor Castle, from whence 
he issued a Proclamation: the principal con 
tents of which will be found in the following 
letter : 

Extract from a private Letter. 

TAVIRA, ( mes May 14.—His Majes- 
ty, highly displeased with the infante’s con- 
duct since the 30th of April, came to the de- 
termination of manifesting his sentiments ; and 
that he might do so with the less risk of com- 
promising the public tranquility, he, on the 
9th inst. went on buard a British ship of war 
in the Tagus. whither he was followed by the 
Foreign Ambassadors, and there issued a de- 
cree by which he took command of the army 
from the Infante, and strictly enjoined the 
Authorities to disregard his orders, or any that 
might be given in his name. At the same time 
he caused a proclamation to the Portuguese 
to be circulated, in which he related his son’s 
arbitary proceedings and their origin, and 
pointed out the result they might be attended 
with. He also ordered the individuals to be 
set at liberty who had been confined since the 
30th of last month, and lastly wrote a letter to 
his son, desiring him to come on board. H. 
R. H. immediately obeyed the summons, and 
was subsequently removed to a frigate, it is 
said asa prisoner. These are, in substance, 
the news bro’t by this day’s mail, which you 
will read at greater length when you receive 
the newspapers.—In this place, some individ. 
uals had already been arrested, and vindictive 
men were improving the opportunity ; but 
thanks be ere to his Majesty, who a put 
an end to this tragedy ! 

Our latest intelligence in the same paper 
of May 22d. as follows : 

“ By the William & Mary, in 6 days from 
Lisbon, we learn that his Majesty had landed, 
tranquility being completely restored ; and 
that the infante Don Miguel had sailed in the 
Perola frigate, according to some, for London 
and others for Havre de Grace, whence he 
was to set out on a tour through some of the 
principal States of Europe. 

Buenos Ayres papers to the 5th May have 
been received in this city. They contain the 
Message of the Executive Department to the 
Legislature, announcing with exultation the 
arrival of a Minister Plenipotentiary from the 
United States, and the appointinent ofa repre- 
sentative of Buenos Ayres, of equal rank, to 
reside at Washington City.

The royal forces are said 
by some to amount to about 23,000, though by 
others to not more than 10,000. The Franklin 
sailed in great haste on receiving the news, 
from Valparaiso for Callao, the sea port of Li+ 
ma. I have great confidence in Bolivar.”—

From the Troy Sentinel of Friday last. 
LIGHTNING. 
On Wednesday in the afternoon, a thunder 
cloud passed over this city, charged to an unu- 
sual degree with the electric fluid. It -ailed 
very low, and in its passage it struck the Pres- 
byterian Meeting House. The building was 
saved from ruin by its lightning rod. The 
electric fluid passed down the rod to its inser- 
tion in the earth; but there the rod being in- 
serted through a brick pavemennt only a few 
inches into the ground, and the ground bein 
dry and the bricks wet, part of the fluid passe 
in two streams along the branches of the pave- 
ment to two gates kept shut by heavy iron 
chains and balls, where it tore off the casings 
of the gate posts and went into the earth ; 
while the other part of the fluid that came 
down the rod, drawn towards the body of the 
Meeting House by a large iron stove, standing 
just on the inside at the end of a side aisle, 
and not more than ten or twelve feet from the 
foot of the rod, passed through the underpia- 
ning of the building, up through the floor, and 
leaping upon the stove, ran along the pipe, 
which extends towards the pulpit about 60 feet 
in nearly a horizontal direetion, till it came to 
the elbow where the pipe bends up to pase 
over the gallery and out through the roof.— 
At this elbow, the fluid left the pipe and run- 
ning along the iron brace that stretches out 
from one of the pillars that sustain tae gallery, 
and on which the pipe rests, passed down the 
pillar, rending the pipe as it went, and disap- 
peared in the earth. 
We hope this formidable electrical experi- 
ment will convince every one of the utility of 
lightoing rods. Every high house, at any 
rate, should be furnished with one; and itis a 
great safeguard to a city to have high steeples 
with conductors. The most common and se- 
rious errors in putting up these rods is, that 
they are not inserted deep enough into the 
earth. They should be inserted several feet, 
and lead away from the foundation of the 
building.

AGRICULTURAL. 
From the New-England Farmer. 

Vew Mode of planting Potatoes.—A f iend of 
the editor has heen so good as to furnish us 
in manuscript with the following. We have 
had no experience nor personal knuwledge 
of the process recommended, but wish it 
might be tried, and its results made public 
fur the benefit of the community. 

* Ane.sy and cheap method of raising Po- 
tatoes.—On an even and smooth piece of mow- 
ing or pasture land, make deep single furrows 
with a plow, at three feet distance. Fill these 
furrows with rye [or any other] straw, and 
irop your potatoes 6 or 8 inches apart on the 
straw. Then, with a hoe, cover the potatoes 
by turning down the ploughed furrows upon 
them. They will require no more attention 
till they are grown. No hoeing will be ne- 
cessary. The same lan! may be improved as 
a pasture for sheep, as those animals will not 
eat, nor materially mjure the tops of the pota- 
toes.” 

The writer is informed that this method is 
practised with success in the towns of Win- 
chester and Swaazey, in New-Hampshire. 

COOL BUTTER. 

We have heretofore advocated the of- 
fering of a premium to the inventor of the 
best contrivance for transporting fresh 
butter to market, from any distance by 
land or water. This desirable object has

There would have been little 
fear that a man living by his labour, would 
have undertaken to conduct a law-suit 
from mere motives of vanity ; and if he 
had, he would himself have béen the only 
sufferer in case of failure.’

MAGNETISM. 
A very curious fact, cennected with this’ 
science was elicited by Mr. Partington, whilst | 
preparing the apparatus for a lecture on Mag- 
netism in the Russel Institution.

ebserved alternately, upon preseating the 
thumb or fioger of the same hand.

York Observer. 


The Warden of the State Prison of New- 
Ilampshire, in bis late report to the legislature, 
says that no part of the appropriation made 
last year for the purpose of defraying the ex 
penses of the establishment has been drawn 
from the treasury, and that no aid from the 
treasury will be required the ensuing year.— 
He further states that there bas been the year 
past a net gain of $2,799 61 to the State from 
the labor, &c. of the convicts. A few years 
since the great expense of supporting the pen 
itentiaries in some of the States, occasioned 
serious intentions of abolishing that species of 
punishment. In many of the states, indeed in 
all except this State and New-Hampsbire, the 
expenses have far exceeded the earnings of the 
prisoners. It is, however, a subject of con- 
gratulation to the States generally, that the 
longer this system of punishment is continued, 
the better acquainted are the overseers with 
its management and the less expensive it be- 
comes.— Woodstock Observer.

Even the mystery which hath heen hid for ages 
and from generations, but is now made man- 
ifesi to his saints: to whom God wouid make 
ee what is the riches of the glory of this 
mystery among the Gentiles ; which ie Chroust 
in you the hope of glory. 

The moral law of God was delivered to 
the camp of Israel from Mount Sina with 
awful majesty, but a consciousness of guilt 
and accountability rested on the human 
soul from a more early period : as an evi- 
dence of this, Cain and Abel, the second 
generation of our race presented their of- 
ferings. In that early age the victim bled ; 
and why ? because man was a conscious 
sinner. 

From that period down to the present, 
we see, almost without an exception, even 
among the most barbarous and rude of the 
nations that people the earth, altars erec- 
ted, and sacrifices offered. Destitute of 
the light of the gospel, man feels that he 
is a sinner, but he knows not the way of 


forever. 


reconciliation. Created under the law of 
works, to do and live, and having rejected 
the true knowledge of God, the reprobate | 
minds of men suggest a vast variety of 
ways, in which they attempt to satisfy the 
soul of its favour with its creator. 

But all the wisdom of mortals, unassist- 
ed by divine revelation, has never been 
able to discover the path of life, or remove 
the stings of a guilty conscience. Moral 
death, which consists in a total enstrange- 
ment of affection from God, has cast its 
gloomy mantle over the whole human fa- 
mily. The learned and the rude among 
'the heathen nations have alike mistaken 
ithe true character of God, and the service 
which he requires of his intelligent crea- 
tures. 

Hence, in perusing the page of history, 
‘we are shocked with details of the most 
obscene rites and the most barbarous cus- 
toms among heathen worshipppers. The 
doctrine of accountability bas been ina 
|greater or less degree retained, while all 
|else is moral desolation and death. 


ithe doctrine of atonement, or propitiation 
for sin, with the character of its author, 
and its subjects, is necessarily a matter of 
express divine revelation. 

This subject had been faintly shadowed | 
forth by types and figures in the Jewish 
(economy. It had been known, and its 
salutary influence enjoyed by patriarchs 
‘and prophets in every age, but the myste- 
ry had been hid for ages and generations 
from the Gentile world.
